Whereas, it has become kneWn^to me 


that certain evil-disposed pers9ns have, 
within the territory and jurisdiction of 
the United States, begun and set on foot 
preparations of an organized and forcible 
possession of and settlement upon the 
landjiof what is known as the Indian Ter- 
ritory, west of the State of Arkansas,' 
whicli territory is designated, recognised 
and described by the treaties and laws of 
the United Stales, aad by the executive 
authorities, as Indian country, andj as such 
is only subject to occupation by Indian 
tribee, officers of the -Indian department, 
milHiiry posts, and such persons as may 
be privileged to reside and trade therein 
unde the intercourse laws ofi the United 
States. 


And, whereas, those laws provide for 


the flemoval of all persons residing and 
trading therein without express permis- 
sion of the Indian department and agents, 
and jiiiso of all persons whom such agents 
may deem to be improper persons to re- 
side in the Indian countiy. 


Now, therefore, for the purpose of prop- 


erly protecting the interests of the Indian 
nations and tribes, as well as of the United 
States in said Indian Territory, aad of 
duly enforcing the laws governing the 
same, I, Rutheiford B. Hayes, President 
of tlie United States, do admonish and 
warn all fcuch persons s» intending! or 
preparing to remove upon said lands or 
into daid territory, without permission 'of 
the p:-oper agent of tue Indian depart- 
ment, auaiust any attempt to so remove 
and settle upon any of the lands of said 
territory; and I do "further warn and no- 
tify any and all such persons who maylso 
offend that they will be speedily and"i|u- 
mcdisjitely removed therefrom by 
tjie 


agentj according to the la\\» made and 
provided, and, if necessary, the aid and 
assistance of the military forces of the 
United States will be invoked to cany 
into proper execution the laws of the 
Unitecl States herein referred to.

my hand and caused the seal of the United 
States! to be affixed. 
Done at the City I of 


Washington, thu,26ih day of April, in the 
year of our Lord 1879, and of the inde- 
peiidelnce of the United States one hiin- 
drcd ;liid third.

nrial ions for the support of the army for the 
fiscal year ending June 30th, 1880, and lor 
other purposes:

Tc the House of Representatives: I have 


maturely considered the important questions 
presented by the bill entitled an act making 
appiopriations for the support of the army for 
the lisca year-ending June 80, 18SO, and. for 
other purposes, and I now return it to the 
House 01 Representatives, in which it origin- 
ated , w ith my objections to its approval. Tht 
bill orcmdes in th<3 usual form for tne appro- 
priation > Required for the support of the army 
during me next fiscal year. If it contained 
no' other provisions it would receive my 
prompt (approval. It includes, however, furth- 
er 1< gislation -which, attached as It is to appro- 
priations which are requisite for the efficient 
per(ernjanceof some of the most necessary 
duties 6f the government, involves questions 
of the gravest character. 


The iixth sectiojn of the bill is amendatory 


of a statute now in force in regard to the au- 
thority) of persons fin the civil, military and 
navil service of the United States, at a place 
wh«relany general or special election is held 
in a ay {State. The statute was adopted Feb. 25, 
18 '<•". after a protn,cted debate in the Senate, 
and almost without opposition in the House 
of Kepi esentatives, by the concurrent votes of 
botJioithe leading poll ical parties of the 
couitry, and became a law by approval of 
President Lincoln 
It was re-enacted in 1874 


in the revised statutes of the United States, 
seel ions 2,003 and 5,528, which are as follows: 


THE STATUTE. 


&5C. 2,002. Noi military or naval officer, 


or dther person engaged in the civil, military 
or naval service of the United States shall or- 
der, bring, keep or have under his authority or 
control any troops or armed men at a place 
whtire any genera I or special election is held 
in any State, unless it be necessary to repel 
arne4 enemies of the United Sta'ee, or 
to keep the peace at the polls. 


Sec. 5,528. Every officer of the army or 


na^y, or other person in the civil, military or 
na\ al service of the United States who orders, 
brings, keeps or has under his authority or 
cor trol any troops or armed men at any place 
wh era a general or special election is held in 
any Slate, unless such force be necessary to 
repel armed enemies of the United States, or 
to keep peace at the polls, shall be fined not 
mere than five thousand dollars and 
imprisonment at hard labor not less than 
thi ee months nor mere than five years. 


"j'hf amendment proposed in this statute in 


the bill before me omits from both of the fore- 
going sections the words "Or to keep the 
peice at the polls." The effect of the adoption 
of thi s amendment may be considered first 
upon the right of the United States govern- 
ment to use military force to keep peace at 
elections for members of Congress, and see- 
on 1, upon the right of the government, by 
civil authority, to protect these elections from 
vklence and fraud. 


'. n addition to the sections of the statute 


above quoted, the following provisions of law 
relatiigto the use of the military power at 
elections are now in fSrce:

be sufficient to prevent military interference, 
but the last Congress, to remove all appre- 
hension of such interference, added to this 
bodj of law section 15 of an fcct entitled "An 
act iuaking appropriation for support of the 
army for the fiscal yeir ending June 30, 1879, 
and for other purposes," approved June 18, 
13781 which is as follows:

UNANIMITY OF ITS PASSAGE.

That 
principles is that the House of Representa- 
tives has the sole right to originate bills for 
raising revenue, and therefore has the right 
to withhold appropriations upon which the 
existance of the government may depend un 
lees the Senate and President shall j*ive their 
assentto any legislation which the House.may 
see fit to attach to appropriation bills. To es- 
tablish the principle IB to make a radical, dan- 
gerous and unconstitutional change in the 
character of our institutions. The various de 


partments of the government and the army, 
ind the nuvy are established by the constitu- 
lon eri by-laws^passed in pursuance thereto. 
Their duties are clearly defined apd their,sup- 
>ort is carefully provided, for by law. The 
noney required for this purpose nas been co!- 
ected from the 'people, and is now in-the 
treasury ready to be paid out as soon as the 
appropriation oills are passed.

Ite 
principle places not mearly the Senate and 
executive, but the judiciary also, under the 
coercive dictation of the HQUSC.

"It is ascribed to C>1 Reed, of TJx- 
bridge, Mass.

In 1^87 
the motto appeared or several types of 
the New Jersey coppe :s; also on a very 
curi6u3 gold doubloon, or $16 piece, 
coined by a goldsmith named Brasher.
